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Town, school books to merge? <¢_

A recommendation to combine. 
the school department's accounting 
system with that of the rest of the 
town was under review at last 
week's mecting of the Wilmington 
Finance Committee. The recom- 
mendation was one of several made 
by CPA John Deislinger to settle 
recent deficit and buyback prob- 
lems and assure that such problems 
don't occur in the future. Deis- 
linger is reportedly closing out his 
three-year contract with the school 
department. 

In a letter dated October 6, 
Deislinger told Fincom Chairman 
Neil Waisnor he "strongly" recom- 
mends combining the accounting 
systems, even though the school 
committee would still retain 
control over its own budget. The 


change would require the school 
accountant to keep a detailed 
budgetary and expenditure system 
on the town's computer within the 
town's system. Deislinger said this 
recommendation had been made 
before to both the town manager 
and former school superintendent 
but neither had acted on it. 

Deislinger also suggested greater 
cooperation and communication 
between the town and school 
accountants and monthly reports 
showing budget versus actual 
exppnditures. 

Regarding the $64,000 check 
turned over to the former superin- 
tendent for sick leave and vacation 
pay, Deislinger said if the payment 
was illegal or calculated incor- 
rectly, legal action should be 
initiated to recover any amount

incorrectly paid to Robert Horan 

Deislinger said because it is 
“doubtful™ that the school depart- 
ment counsel isa "completely inde- 
pendent attorney,” legal counsel 
outside the system should be hired 
review the contract and 
supporting documentation. The 
attorney should be asked to render 
a formal opinion on the legality of 
the original contract, the authenti 
city of any documentation sup- 
porting the (buyback) payment, the 
propricty of the payment, and the 
merits of pursuing legal action, 
added Deislinger. 

The CPA noted that the real issue 
before town and school officials is 
what weaknesses, if any, in the 
town's accounting and operating 
controls permitted the budget 
deficit and buyback controversy. 


Deislinger said, assuming that 
every dollar in the current budget 
was appropriated for a specific 
purpose, any budget cuts being 
proposed would affect the level of 
services in the schools. 

Waisnor told the Town Crier this 
week that Deislinger gave his board 
“a completely objective view of 
what has happened and (also) 
enough information to show us 
there are some things that can be 
done.” He said the finance 
committee is prepared to review 
Deislinger's. comments and 
recommendations with the town 
manager, the school committee, 
and the board of sclectmen, and to 
come up with an “active plan" to 
settle past issues and strengthen the 
financial process in the future. 


School budget cuts voted

Housing lottery 
process changed 


A change in state regulations 
regarding the lottery process for 
applicants of state subsidized hous- 
ing projects took the Affordable 
Housing Task Force by surprise last 
week. The change would affect 
such projects as Shawsheen River 
Estates and other town sponsored 
developments. 

In the lottery process there are 
three categories: minorities, local 
preference, and rest of state. Under 
state guidclines, 13 percent of a 
project's affordable units would go 
to minorities, up to 70 percent 
would go to local residents if the 
town is a partner with the state, and 
12 percent would go to rest of state. 

Task force members were under 
the impression minority applicants 
would not be eligible for the local 
preference pool unless they were 
local residents. However, members 
were told Thursday if minority 
applicants are not chosen in the 
minority pool, their names would 
have to be added to the local 
preference pool whether they were 
Wilmington residents or not 

Chairman Jim Stewart took 
exception to this saying 70 percent 
of the units should only be reserved 
for local people. He added if the 
state insists on “rolling over" mino- 

pplicants to the local pool, he 
icking it up right now. 

Rusty Rodes, the town’s housing 
consultant, explained that under 
new regulations the town would 
have another option. The state will 
allow a community to place only 
local applicants in the local. pool if 
officials agree to increase the 
number of minority applicants to 
20 percent. 

Though Stewart said personally 
he favored the second option, the 
board did not vote on the options.

Warrant articles proposed to change 
increase number of affordable h

If changes to three zoning bylaws 
are approved at November's special 
town mecting, more affordable 
homes could soon be available for 
proposed to the PRD (Planned 
Residential Development) bylaw, 
inclusionary housing policy, and 
the dwelling conversion law. 

Members of Wilmington's Af- 
fordable Housing Task Force have 
developed an affordable housing 
plan and warrant articles which 
would encourage developers to 
build lower cost homes. The idea 
behind the articles is to discourage 
the use of Chapicr 774, a state law 
whith opponents say docs away 
with local control. 

The most controversial article 
before votcrs in November may 
well be article three, which secks to 
amend PRD zoning. According to 
task force Chairman Jim Stewart, 
there are two major changes being 
proposed to the old law: developers 
would now be able to get their PRD 
Projects through special permit of 
the planning board instead of 
through a vote at town mecting, and 
the town would get an affordable 
housing provision with cach project 
approved. 

Stewart insists the new PRD 
bylaw wouldn't give developers 

"free reign.” 

“What we're doing is giving the 
developers an option and an 
incentive to hopefully avoid the 774 
process.

New report 
card formats 
approved

Following a year of review, 
changes will soon be evident in 
elementary school report cards. 
The changes were drawn up by @ 
special commitice, headed by 
Shawshcen School administrators 
Robert Coffill and Robert Arse- 
nault, and unanimously approved 
by the Wilmington School Com- 
mittee last week. 

Though the kindergarten report 
card will have the same format as 
before, it will cmphasize more 
detail and include areas such as 
listening, small and large muscle 
tasks, and social de 

First and second graders face the 
biggest change. In order to avoid 
stigmatizing students with a leuer 
or numerical grade, the committee 
recommended a non-grade system 
similar to onc used in other sys- 
tems. This format will primarily 
reveal whether a student is working 
at gradc level. 

Teacher Kay Barry said the 
committee's main .concem in going 
with the new forgiat was to build 
self-confidence in cach child. She 
explained the format will not be an 
easy tool for tcachers because they 
will have to be more accountable 
for what is happening in their 
classrooms and mark more arcas on 
the card. 

The report card for third, fourth, 
and fifth graders will include extra 
calegorics in library education, 
computers, and instructional music. 
The card itself will be more 
definitive and descriptive for the 
parents’ benefit. Students will be 
given a regular Icticr grade plus an 
effort grade. In extracurricular 
subjects like music and physical 
education, students will be evalu- 
atcd both on class participation and 
their skill in the subject.

‘would acwally be less than with the 
former PRD law,” Stcwart said. 

Any developer sceking to go ne 
PRD route must incorporate the 
inclusionary housing policy. This 
policy allows a “slight” increase in 
density in return for a sct number 
of affordable units in cach 
development. — 

The biggest scMliig point to 
neighbors, said Stewart, is open 
space. Under the proposed bylaw, 
the minimum common open space 
will be 50 percent of the total arca 
with attached units and 35 percent 
of the total arca with single family 
detached units. That open space 
would be jointly held by all owners. 

PRD projects may only be located 
‘on a tract of land which is eight or 
more acres. Stewart said that be- 
cause there arc so few large parcels 
left in town, PRD may not be finan- 
cially fcasible for many builders. 

The permit process for PRD is 
clearly defined in the article. Any 
person scecking a permit will be 
required to submit information on 
such things as topogniphy, drainage 
facilitics, wetlands, and location of 
buildings and infrastructure along 
with a writtcn application. The 
planning board, in its review, will 
follow subdivisign rules for a 
definitive plan and hold a public 
hearing for abuttors' input. Within 
10 days of receiving a permit 
application, the form will be 
referred to other town boards for 
written reports and recommenda- 


tions, A decision will only be made 
by planners when reporis are re- 
ceived or after 35 days have elapsed 
without reccipt of the reports. 

Under the change, PRD 
developments will only be allowed 
by spccial permit in R10, R20, and 
R60 zones. Following the inclusio- 
nary housing policy, in an existing 
R60 zone, lots could be 40,000 
square fect. In an cxisting R20 
zone, lots’ could be 13,000 square 
feet. 

‘The next article, article four, asks 
voters to add a section on inclusio- 
nary housing. Again, the planning 
board would have the final word on 
granting a special permit to 
builders who wish to increase 
density. Density may be increased 
in PRD projects or in a standard 
subdivision, In return for increased 
density, the town would get some 
affordable homes which would 
remain affordable for perpetuity. 

In the initial concept stage, 
developers would be required 10 
submit plans showing the number 
of affordable units, thcir approxi- 
mate sale price, and his method of 
financing. Inclusionary units would 
be compatible with market rate 
units in terms of cxtcrior appea- 
tance and dispersement throughout 
the development. 

In case the affordable units cannot 
be sold for some reason, the builder 
will have the option of paying the 
sale price of the units into an 
Affordable Housing Trust Fund sct 


PBC member challenges 
priority of athletic fields

A difference of opinion surfaced 
at Monday's meeting of the Per- 
manent Building Committee as 
member Diane Allan challenged the 
Priority of playing fields and sub- 
sequent land takings in a town 
common land use study. 

‘The study, which is being handled 
by Wallace, Floyd, Associates Inc, 
is currently underway to look at use 
of the Swain School as a town hall 
and ways to expand Wilmington's 
athletic fields. The town hopes to 
bring town common recommenda- 
tions to voters at the annual town 
mecting in April, 

Selectman Chalrman Jim Stewart" 
said that others agreed with him 
that Wilmington's fields should be 
expanded and upgraded. 

"I played on those fields and 
they're not nearly as good as other 
team's fields,” he said. 

Solutions to the problem of 
gaining more playing space include 
Purchasing land or taking it by 
eminent domain. Allan opposed 
taking land for such a 

Playing the role of Devil’ 's 
Advocate, she said “land taking 
seems to turn people off 
completely.” Allan said needs have 
to be prioritized before town 
meeting. 

Committmen Robert Soper ex- 
plained there has been no precedent 
in the Commonwealth to take land 
for the purpose of expanding

He suggested careful 
research be done or else an eminent 
domain article could "kill" the 
whole town common project. 

"I just like to lay my cards on the 
table carly so no one's shocked 
when that type of issue comes up," 
explained Stewart, He added he was 
not advocating land taking, but 
rather, leaving the entire decision 
in the hands of town meeting. 

PBC members agreed the scope 
of the study should be broadened to 
include recreational areas as 
defined in their original Request 
for Proposal.

She said she 
discovered there are not enough 
playing ficlds at Wilmington High 
to accomodate all the physical edu- 
cation classes and teams which need 
to use them, and the fields are 
currently overused and cannot be 
maintained in the “desired” 
condition. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
said an article will be prepared to 
purchase property from the Baptist 
Church to square off the current 
baseball field. Stewart said because 
ficld maintenance has been a 
problem, one of his goals is to keep 
high school ficlds for the school’s 
use and to move youth and other 
organizations to other fields in 
town.

Article five makes changes to the 
old dwelling conversions bylaw. 
‘Task force members propose a ncw 
section covering accessory apart- 
ments. Apartments would be 
allowed by special permit of the 
Building Inspector in R10, R20, 
R60, and ncighborhood business 
zones. 

Stewart explained with dwelling 
conversions, people felt they could 
add on to existing structures and 
almost double the size of their 
homes. Under the new bylaw, this 
isn't possible. 

Only single family dwellings 
containing at Icast 1,600 square fect 
of gross floor area as of January 
1,1988 may be used or altcred for 
not more than two dwelling units. 
The maximum floor arca of an 
accessory apartment shall not 
excced 50 percent of the gross floor 
arca of the single family home as of 
January 1,1988, Under the bylaw, 
one of the occupants of the home 
must be the owner, The article also 
covers restrictions such as board of, 
health permits, parking, screening, 
and exterior appearance. 

A certificate of occupancy can»; 
only be issued for up to two years," 
said Stewart, adding that in order to 
obtain a new certificate, the owner 
has to prove he lives in the house. 

"We've worked over a ycar and a 
half to try to come up with an 
affordable housing proposal that is 
as acsthctically compatible with 
neighborhoods as we can make it. 
We think we have done that," 
Stewart said. In conclusion, he 


added that, “because of the timé . 
spent on the amendments, I think 
we now have a good plan for the 
town for the next 20 years,”

Monday should be a long night at 
the Tewksbury Planning Board. 

While board members often joke 
about trying to finish their business 
in time to watch the Monday Night 
Football game on TV, no such free 
time can be expected this week.

At last Tuesday's meeting, selectmen learned Mr. Tighe neglected to 
inform them that one of his bank's conditions for $11 million in 
construction funds was receipt of a $500,000 CDAG grant to cover 
infrastructure costs. At a public hearing in June, Mr. Tighe claimed 
even without the grant the project would move ahead. In a letter to the 
state in May, he said without the grant, the project "will not take place. 

As Tuesday's discussion progressed, selectmen also learned the 
developer had changed banks, without the town's knowledge, and his 
financial picture had changed. Instead of up to $11 million, there was 
only six and a half million dollars available through a new lender. 
According to a pro forma statement tured in to the town, the total cost 
of the development, including hard and soft costs, will come out to 
$21,324,000. ; ; ; 

In both instances, Mr. Tighe had covered up important information. 

When questioned on Tuesday, the developer refused to disclose the 
name of his new bank and other sources of funds, He refused to 
elaborate on why he left ihe Lowell Institution for Savings Bank or jf, 
instead, that bank had withdrawn its financial backing from him. 

Now the big question scems to be: is this any way for a "friendly" 
partner to act? : : 

Since the town has granted Mr. Tighe a comprehensive permit; 
permission to bring in a sewer line; permission to increase density on 
site; permission to build a pumping station which will require 
maintenance at the town's expense; permission to waive certain fees at 
the town's expense; and permission, in effect, to negate the town's 
planning regulations, you'd think that, at the very least, Mr. Tighe 
would be up front with the town. 

The town should Icarn from the recent debacle over the school 
budget. The former school superintendent insisted throughout the 
summer there was enough money in the budget for the remainder of the 
year, He turned out to be wrong, much to the embarrassment of the 
school committee. Mr. Tighe is insisting he has enough funds to cover 
his ambitious three-year project. Will our sclectmen be equally ug 
embarrassed if something goes wrong? 

It is hoped town officials will carry out their promise to conduct a 
thorough investigation into Mr. Tighe's financial situation before | This is the warrant signed in July by the Wilmington selectmen, 
further endorsement of the CDAG grant. It is hoped, too, that sethortzing. payment of 96 aif S Nrew peceristente komen 
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under a voucher number. Without examining the voucher information, 
selectmen had no idea what they were signing. They rely on the town 
accountant and the town manager to check the information in each warrant. 


selectmen will carry out their promise to require 100 percent funding 
without this state grant. 

To the town's credit, a letter has already been sent to EOCD asking 
that agency to delay approval of the CDAG grant until the town reviews 
the economic feasibility of Shawsheen River Estates. That review 
should be done in the public eye. 

A project of this magnitude, that impacts not only three 
neighborhoods but an entire town, is every bit as important as, say, a 
sludge plant, a hotel, or an MBTA parking lot. With a past mistake 
concerning bonding for Middlesex Pines in mind, our town manager 
has said one of his biggest concerns now is bonding for Shawsheen 
River Estates. 

Wilmington officials owe it to citizens not only to provide affordable 
housing, but to build homes in such away that abuttors, neighbors, and 

the town itself will not be left holding the bag.

Question One on the November ballot is the voters’ way of 
saying "enough is enough" to the members of the state 
legislature. Last spring, reps and senators gave themselves a 
handsome 37 percent pay increase, bringing the average 
legislator’s salary to just under $41,000 annually. The ballot 
initiative asks if voters approve of the pay increase. A no vote 
would repeal the raise, a yes vote would support it. 

‘The Coalition for Pay Raise Repeal (C.P.R.) is responsible 
for making pay raises a ballot box issue. A coalition of the 
Massachusetts Republican Party and Citizens for Limited 
Taxation, together with radio talk show host Jerry Williams, 
C.P.R. is most offended By the arrogance that some lawmakers 
exercised in passing their own raises. 

First, the process used was contrary to rules reform in the 
House that had prohibited pay raises from going in effect until 
the next session. Second, the pay hike passed on May 22, 1987 
was made retroactive to the beginning of that year. This puta 
tidy $7,538 lump-sum check in the law makers’ pockets, 

_The icing on the cake was that legislators enacted their 
raises with an emergency preamble, that allowed salaries to be 
becfed-up immediately. 

_ And in case you think they left anything out, the legislature 
tied future pay raises to all salary increases negotiated with, 
state employees, 

Add to all of this the fact that chairmen of legislative 
committees receive additional stipends ranging from $7,500 to 
$25,000, and you've enhanced the Teputation of the general 
court as a fat group of overpaid politicians, 

Barbara Anderson is the Executive Director of Citizens for 
Limited Taxation and a dichard fiscal conservative. In an 
interview on Monday she minced few words on Question One. 
“We just don't feel they deserve it; half of them should be 
fired", said Anderson. 

Anderson went on to cite what she describes as the failures 
of the legislature over the past months, including a raid on 
State pension funds, the $91 million loss in local aid, and a 
hastily passed increase in state fees and fines. With this in 
mind, Anderson maintained, "We just can't think of any 
Treason to give them a raise. Most have been Prostituting 
themselves to the Govemor's {presidential} campaign". 

Speaking of the Duke, along with other constitutional 
officers, he received an attractive $10,000 salary increase; 
“just before he Icft the state," Barbara Anderson added. 

Some have argued that the Pay raises should be supported, 
because a repeal would express a lack of confidence in the 
system.

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Whose responsibility is the warrant?

It is a controversy which should be laid to rest. But as the 
three-month mark approaches on the $64,000 payment to former 
Wilmington superintendent of schools Robert Horan, officials are 
still pointing fingers at each other for the responsibili 
the warrant which included.the payment: | Toke J 

‘The warrant was first signed by Horan, and then by-Anthony 
Accardi, who was chairman of the school committee. He passed it 
on to Town Accountant Michael Morris, who prepared a warrant 
for the the selectmen and Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski to 
sign. Meanwhile, Accardi had contacted the town manager, 

* requesting that Horan's check be held up. 

Stapezynski and Morris briefly held up on their approval and 
required Horan to present documentation to support the payment. 
They asked for a copy of Horan's contract, the signed warrant, a 
copy of the school committee minu: ing that the warrant 
needed only one signature, and a statement by Horan that the 
number of days submitted was legitimate. 

Once Horan presenied the requested documentation, Morris and 
Stapezynski signed the warrant and the check was issued. When 
the warrant was presented to the selectmen for signing, no 
mention was made of the payment to Horan nor Accardi's request 
to hold up the check. 

One point worth noting, however, is that the warrant is 
prepared to show voucher numbers and bottom line figures. If an 
official wants to review documentation, he must refer to another 
package of information. 

When Horan presented the warrant to Accardi, the $64,000 
figure did not show separately anywhere on the warrant. Accardi 
asked Horan if there was anything unusual in the warrant. Horan 
reportedly said there was not, and Accardi then signed. It was not 
until after Accardi had signed the warrant that he leamed that the 
Payment was included. At that point, he called the town manager 
and instructed that the check be held up. The town manager, 
though, released the check. 

Likewise, none of the selectmen had any idea what was included 
in the warrant when it was presented to them for signing. All they 
Saw were voucher numbers and bottom line figures, as shown in 
the box above. 

Accardi has taken considerable flak for having signed the 
warrant. Recently he made a move to share the responsibility. He 
made public a letter from Harry Grossman, chief counsel for the 
Mass. Dept. of Revenue. Grossman is in a position of authority 
regarding the legalities of municipal finance. 

Basically, Grossman's letter spelled out the steps of approval for 
any payment to be made by a municipality. It also mentioned the 
additional steps which are required in Wilmington's case, since 
Wilmington operates under a town manager charter. 

In an attempt to clarify the matter, the Town Crier put in a call 
to Mr. Grossman. He confirmed that anyone signing a warrant 
shares the responsibility for anything included in it. He further 
said that there is discretion at each level, i.e. anyone in the 
approval process has the right to refuse to sign, in order to request 
documentation and to scrutinize it. 

In most instances, selectmen will sign a warrant that has been 
approved by the accountant and town manager, on the theory that 
the warrant has been checked by them. Review is made by the 
accountant to make sure that each payment is not illegal, excessive 
or fraudulent. The accountant has the right to not, prepare a 
warrant, provided he gives reasonable explanation for his refusal. 
One gray area is that nothing in the law says how much 
documentation must be presented for approval. 

Thus, while it is not required that any official ‘sign the warrant 
just because the previous official signed it, each step of approval 
makes it more likely that the next step will also approve. If the 
accountant and town manager have signed, it is quite likely that 
the sclectmen will also sign, especially if nothing is given as a 
reason for them not to sign. 

Once all the approvals are signed, the treasurer has no 


discretion, and must issue the check. 

Grossman was asked about a 1984 case between the Wilmington 
School Committee and the then town accountant, Dot Peters, The 
sclectmen have cited this case in their argument that they do not 


, bear responsibility for the school warrant. 


In that case, Mrs. Peters refused’ payment of some school 
department bills since she felt that money from one fiscal year was 
being used to pay for supplies for the following year. The Mass. 
Appeals Court upheld making the payment, as directed by the 
school officials. The accountant could delay and scrutinize but 
could not stop the payment, unless it was improper. 

Grossman said he is not sure that this has any impact on the case 
at hand. He said that he does not think the Peters case stands for 
blind payment. Officials signing a warrant are obliged to review 
vouchers to ensure that payment is correct. 

As for the payment to Horan, Grossman said that the system 
seems to have worked well. Each step of approval was followed, 
documentation was requested and presented, and the payment was 
in line with what was spelled out in the contract. 

‘The contract, Grossman said, should be the issue. 

In other words, the problem with the $64,000 payment did not 
begin with the approval of the warrant for payment. It originated 
with the contract, which the school committee approved and 
signed last year. 

But if there is a lesson in the incident, it is that officals would do 
well to take a closer look at what they are signing, whether it is a 
contract or a warrant for payment. And while it might be an 
unreasonable work load to expect each official to review each 
voucher and bill in a warrant, a common sense approach might be 
to at least provide some breakdown as to what is included under 
each voucher number. 

If officials bear the responsibility for what they sign, they 
should be presented with information in a form which can be 


understood without extensive research. 
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Tewksbury Special articles

Tewksbury voters will have another chance to decide the town's 
business next week, when a Special Town Meeting is planned for 
Thursday, October 27, at 8 p.m. in the gymnasium of Tewksbury 
Memorial High School off Pleasant Street. 

The Tewksbury Finance Committee last week conducted a public 
hearing on the 12 warrant azticles in the town hall auditorium, and 
the meeting lasted until almost midnight. Hopefully the Special will 
be handled a bit quicker. 

Article One -- to see if the town will raise and appropriate, 
transfer or borrow a sum of $2.6 million for the next phase of the 
sewer construction project. Scattered areas of town are planned for 
sewer service, most notably in South Tewksbury, the side streets off 
Shawsheen near Main, and Pleasant Street down to Pillsbury Ave. 
Town Manager David Cressman told the finance committee that the 
sum should be "an adequate amount" to cover the work. Finance 
committeeman Tom Cooke grilled the town manager closely on the 
sewer costs, including how many buildable lots would be serviced 
by the new construction (about 50) and how the $2.6 million would 
be broken down into enginecring, construction, and easement costs. 

Article Two -- asks for a transfer of $307,703 from free cash to 
bring the town tax levy into compliance with Prop. Two and a Half. 
‘The sum would not exhaust the town's free cash. 

Article Three -- the major funds-transfer article of the meeting. 
In all, some $768,316 is being requested, though school committee 
representatives asked for more than the amount on the warrant. The 
bigger items on the tranfer list include $161,123 to fire department 
overtime, to keep the South Street and North Street stations open 
after November, according to Chief Tom Ryan; a transfer of 
$110,000 to group health insurance; a transfer of $10,331 for a new 
fire department position of hazardous materials coordinator, a 
$25,000 boost to the fire department's ambulance purchase account 
to buy a better machine than the one planned; and $21,140 to the 
police department to hire eight part-time crossing guards. 

The school committee expressed dissatisfaction with the $200,000 
transfer amount shown on the warrant, and instead asked for at Icast 
$300,000 to help make up for the cuts made after town meeting. 
Some $300,000 was cut from the school budget prior to the annual, 

‘ding to School Committee Chairman Charles LaBella, and an 
additional $400,000 was eliminated after the meeting. 

Other tranfer amounts include $37,944 to the police for four new 
positions and one upgrade to form a second deputy chief position; a 
salary transfer of $11,806 to the building department to hire an 
assistant building inspector; a $50,000 transfer to the DPW for road 
resurfacing, though Superintendant Bill Burris said that ten times 
that amount would be needed just to resurface the worst roads in 
tgwn; and a transfer of $6,722 to pay for the new bus service, in 
addition to the existing subsidy. Eyebrows were raised over a sum 
of $707 requested to pay for calls placed to Building Commissioner 
George Nawn's car phone, which he installed on his own. 

Article Four -- asks a transfer of $50,000 for the town manager 
to conduct a study of the office, administrative, school and other 
space needs in the town. The study would include hiring an 
architect, and the results of the study would include space and 
cnergy conservation needs, suggested solutions, and would include a 
schematic drawing of a new police station. 

Article e -- asks the town tocsupport the Harold:J,,Pauen 
Memorial Library. in. their bid)to. more tham triple the size of the 
current library. Please sce related story on Tewksbury front page. 

Article Six -- seeks to settle the unpaid bills facing the town. A 
total of $79,274.74 in outstanding bills need to be paid, but the 
biggest is a single item of $43,740.12 to the Boston law firm of 
Brown, Rudnick, Freed & Gessner. 

When asked by the finance committee what the bill was for, Town 
Manager David Cressman replied simply, "Two words: Merrimack 
Meadows." Also in need of payment is a tab of $6,156.94 to the 
McDonough & Scully, Inc., for a traffic study conducted as part of 
the Merrimack Meadows appeals process. 

Article Seven -- would allow Building Commissioner George 
Nawn Sr. to pay into the county retirement system to make up for 
time he lost after being relieved of duty through no fault of his own. 

Article Eight -- secks to amend the personnel by-laws to include 
wage schedules for the positions of school crossing guards. 

Articles Nine and Ten -- both involve changing the town's 
payment share to employee health insurance to 90 percent, but 
Town Manager Cressman said that this issue is being discussed in 
ongoing labor negotiations. 

Article 11 -- this rezoning article seeks to change a 34 acre plot 
of land off North Street from mixed residential and heavy industry 
zoning to a Multi-Family Dwelling zone, brought by Domenic 
Germano and others. 

Article 12 -- a rezoning article, which would change an area of 
26,600 square feet off Main Street opposite Tew-Mac Airport, 
from residential to light industry, brought by Gregory Holden and 
others. 
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Referendum Question #2:

Question Two on the November 8 ballots asks voters to consider 
an overthrow of the so-called prevailing wage law, and both sides 
are tuming this issue into a nasty, emotional, big-moncy battle. 

Basically, the fight over Question Two concems union labor. 
Enacted in 1914, the prevailing wage law states that wages paid to 
any employee working on a state or municipal contract must be paid 
at least as much as union-level wages for the same job. Not covered 
by the laws are laborers working for Mass. DPW and the MDC. 

Under current statutes, any contractor bidding on a government 
job must pay the "prevailing wage," meaning union wages, whether 
or not his workers are covered by a collective bargaining 
agreement. According to Dan Soyer, executive director of the 
Massachusetts Municipal Association, those wages are based upon 
either Boston or Springficld union rates. Municipal contract work 
in towns such as Tewksbury and Wilmington must be paid Boston 
union rates. Joos like construction, snow plowing, school 
transportation, garbage collection, maintenance work, even 
furniture movers contracted by the state -- are involved. Please 
remember, these are your tax dollars being paid out in wages. 

The first point to be clarified is what your vote will mean. A ‘no’ 
vote on Question Two would kecp the prevailing wage laws in 
place. (You've probably seen the bumper stickers.) A 'yes' vote 
would repeal the prevailing wage laws. 

While the referendum question is not a pure issue of union versus 
non-union labor, it might be noted that unions do stand to benefit 
from the prevailing wage laws. If you're going to pay union wages 
to a worker anyway, you might as well pay them to union workers. 

Serious though sometimes wild claims are being made on both 
sides of the issue, and cool-headed discussion is almost non-existent 
This issue is ugly, and a recent survey article in the Boston Globe 
stated that voters are split almost evenly over the question 

Now for the claims and counter-claims: 

Those who support the existing law claim that shady “quick-buck” 
contractors will bring in cheap, unskilled workers to undercut the 
unionized companies in bidding. With the potential cost savings 
involved, non-union contractors could probably undercut many of 


the Prevailing Wage Law 


the unionized companies in competitive bidding, though a few claim 
that the savings would come by lowering employces' wages instead 
of contractors’ profit margins. 

Claims are being heard that quality will suffer on public works 
projects if prevailing wage loses, since union labor is better trained 
and skilled, while the other side retorts that quality standards are 
covered by other existing Massachusetts laws, which would include 
inspections made on the actual work. Since the transient workers 
would have no community tics, some say to expect more crime. 

Proponents of the referendum claim that cities and towns could 
save up to $200 million a year by dumping the prevailing wage law, 
while opponents reply that costs, and hence taxes, will instead rise, 
due to construction delays, poor workmanship, repairs, etc. Taxes 
wouldn't necessarily decrease if the referendum passes, but citics 
and towns might be able to stretch their limited dollars further. 

One side argues that thousands of union employees will suffer if 
the prevailing wage law is overtumed, while the other side points to 
the suffering caused by inflated wages paid out by cities and towns. 

Supporters of the referendum are saying that the existing law 
gu2rantces a $50,000 per year salary to construction workers, while 
the 'Vote No’ side responds that workers only work when there is 
work to do, and that most are lucky to get $30,000 a year. 

Some important people and organizations are taking sides on this 
question. The majority of the state Legislature recommends a 'no! 
vote, which would leave the prevailing wage law in place, as do the 
major labor unions and the Committee for Quality of Life. 

Among those who recommend dumping the prevailing wage law 
are Barbara Anderson, who gained renown as the spearhead of 
Proposition Two and a Half, along with groups like Citizens for 
Limited Taxation, the Massachusetts Taxpayers Foundation and the 


Once again, a ‘yes’ vote on Question Two would throw out the 
prevailing wage law, while a ‘no’ vote would keep it in place. 
Expect a close vote and hard feelings, no matter the outcome. 

You'll hear a lot about this issue in wecks before November 8, but 
on Election Day itself, you get to decide.

Geoff Beckwith 
were concerned and helpful and 
maintained close contact with state 
officials evaluating the proposed 
Wilmington site. 

Town officials such as Gregg 
Erickson and Libby Sanbounjian 
were very helpful, and Associate 
Town Manager, Jeff Holl, greatly 
expedited and assisted the task 
force. 

Courtney described the Sludge 
Task Force as the most impressive 
special purpose group he has 
worked with in the Town of 
Wilmington. "Members such as 
Peter Breen and our technical 
experts, Fred Sullivan, Ervyl 
Stewart, George Boylen and 
Amold Blake provided an unusual 
level of knowledge and competence 
in analyzing critically the worst 
environmental threat ever directed 
at the Town of Wimington. 

“Wilmington is fortunate to have 
very capable elected and appointed 
officials who worked together to 
protect the town,” Courtney said.

Wilmington to collect 
hazardous wastes 


Do you have a few old cans of 
paint around the house, ones which 
should be thrown away? How about 
some old pesticide containers, not 
quite empty? Maybe you have some 
household chemicals which have 
been kept too long? 

All of these materials are 
classified as hazardous waste, and 
should not be disposed of in regular 
trash collection. Improper disposal 
of even small amounts of materials 
contributes to contamination of air 
or groundwater. 

So if ,you have hazardous 
materials, afd you are concemed 
about the environment, how are 
you supposed to dispose of them? 
Well, just hold on until December. 


Wilmington is planning a collec- 
tion day on Dec. 3. for hazardous 
wastes, to allow residents to dispose 
of such materials in an environ- 
mentally safe manner. The collec- 
tion will be taken by a firm licensed 
to dispose of hazardous wastes and 
will be conducted at the parking lot 
adjacent to the Swain School, near 
the town common. 

Materials to be accepted will 
include paint, waste oil, pesticides, 
herbicides, paint thinner, house- 
hold chemicals and other materials.

Hazardous materials report 
required on Legion Hall land 


Before a new American Legion 
Halk can be built on a Main Street 
site near the Woburn line, a 
hazardous materials report (21E) 
has to be done. 

Selectmen last week told Ameri- 
can Legion Commander Joe Steen 
they would like to undertake two 
separate reports on the overall site 
so work wouldn't be held up on the 
hall in case part of the land is 
contaminated. A portion of the site 
has been turned over to the 
American Legion so they could 
build a hall to replace the one lost to 
fire. Steen said construction could 
get underway as early as next 


spring. The rest of the site had 
been under consideration for a 150 
unit duplex housing project. The 
town now hopes to use the parcel 
for a recycling facility. 

Former selectman Rocco DePas- 
quale suggested that Steen get in 
touch with a developer who is 
already doing a 21E report on a 
neighboring site. He said initial 
findings on that site show some 
contamination, but nothing that 
can't be resolved. Any findings of 
hazardous materials must be re- 
ported to state Department of 
Environmental Quality Engi- 
neering (DEQE).

Recent changes in federal tax laws 
have made home equity loans an 
attractive financing option for 
many homeowners. Under the new 
laws, 100 percent of interest paid. 
on home-secured loans up to 
certain limits will remain tax 
deductible, while interest 
deductions for personal, auto, 
student loans and credit cards will 
be phased out. In response to these 
changes, banks today provide 
homeowners with two different 
ways to use their home equity:

Matching up the 
home equity loan 

“Both of these home equity loans 
offer homeowners the opportunity 
to put the equity in their homes to 
work,” said Bramlicy. "However, 
the two loans are suited to different 
types of consumer necds and 
financial personalities. The home 
equity loan, with a fixed interest 
rate and payment, is most 
appropriate for closed-end 
purchases and for consumers who 
prefer knowing - on a monthly 
basis - exactly what their expenses 
will be. The credit line, on the 
other hand, may be right for 
short-term, recurring expenses 
such as college tuition and for 
consumers who are disciplined 
enough to keep credit balances to a 
minimum,” Bramley explained. 

To help select the right type of 
home equity loan, Bramley advises 
consumers to choose a loan suited 
to the type of purchases that will be 
made.

New blood washing system at 
St. John's Hospital 


St. John's Hospital has acquired 
the Electromedics AT750 
Autotranfusion System. St. John's 
in the first hospital in Lowell to 
acquire this equipment which is 
capable of recycling a patient's 
blood during surgery thus 
eliminating the need for some 
transfusions, a procedure known as 
“autotransfusion.” 

The new Autotransfusion System, 
sometimes called a blood "washing 
machine” cleans the blood a patient 
loses during surgery and then 
returns it intravenously. The 


process, performed in the 
operating room, takes five to 10 
minutes and saves blood that 
otherwise would have been 
discarded. 

Autotransfusion has been 
acknowledged as a step in 
preventing the Aids virus and other 
diseases, including hepatitis, which 
have been linked in rare instances 
to blood trafisfusions. 

The new equipment has recently 
been put into use in operating 
rooms at St. John's Hospital.

The hunting season for partridge 
(ruffed grouse) is now open, and its 
‘one of my favorite reasons to take a 
leisurely hike in the woods. 

The benefits are two-fold: I get to 
go hunting, but the birds remain 
fairly safe, With luck I can get off 
one shot for every three grouse that 
flush, maybe. Those feathered balls 
of thunder just rattle me too much. 
My shot, if I get one at all, usually 
ends up chewing the branches off 
an unsuspecting pine tree. Its been a 
love-hate relationship for years. 

For instance, just last year I was 
in the woods with Bob Iverson of 
Wilmington, looking for partridge. 
We didn't see or hear a thing, until 
it was too late. 

We'd almost given up for the day, 
since nothing was moving, As we 
strolled along, telling stories, two 
birds exploded out of a brush patch 
not ten yards in front of us. We 
never lifted our shotguns off our 
shoulders, let alone point them at 
the birds. 

But a moment spent assessing the 
situation told me just why the birds 
where there, 


Le 


Those gray forest-chickens just 
love variety! 

Think about it. When partridge 
have flushed near you, what did the 
terrain look like? 

Unbroken pine forest? Unlikely. 

Dense hardwood trees? Nope. 

The middle of a cornfield? Nah. 

Partridge prefer areas where one 
type of cover meets another. 

In the example above, the birds 
were sitting at the border of a hard- 
wood forest, in a clear patch on the 
edge of the dirt road. The roadway 
gave them an exit route, and indeed 
the birds escaped one to the left and 
one right. But the break in the 
woods is what kept them there. 

Since that day, I've experimented 
with the idea of birds and varicty, 
and I've found that it works. 

Near my mother's house in East 
Dracut, I flushed a bevy of grouse 
at a spot where woods met an active 
cornfield. There was nothing in the 
woods and nothing in the field, but 
the border held partridge. 

Other times, I've found partridge 
in meadows at’ the edge of pine 
forest, and another time where a 
thickly wooded slope met a swamp. 


Give me a break (in the trees) 


A night, partridge like to roost 
above ground in pine trees. (For a 
bird, sleeping on the ground would 
be suicide.) Then, shortly after first 
light, they head for the borders to 
rustle up breakfast, then they stay 
there until nearly sunset. 

One reason for partridges staying 
in border areas involves food. Any 
break in the trees allows sunlight to 
reach the forest floor. Hence you'll 
find much heavier underbrush in 
border areas. Some types of ground 
plants, like berry bushes, require 
that added sunlight, and those are 
the species that partridge prefer to 
cat. 


For example, those long, fuzzy 
buds on poplar trees are a favorite 
partridge food, but they can't reach 
the buds on taller, mature trees. 
Stands of young poplars, however, 
are hotspots for partridge, at Icast 
until the trees grow too tall. 

Continuing along this line, "clear- 
cuts,” left behind when logging 
companies literally cut down every 
tee in sight, often hold partridge, 
since the sunlight can now reach the 
forest floor. But timber slashes 
only attract birds for a few years, 


birds nervous, and more likely to 
flush for you, Make ‘em think you 
can see them, even if you can't. 

If you're hunting pheasant, look 
between the rows in a comficld. 
But if partridge is your fancy, look 
along the edge of the field. 

Variety is the spice of a grouse's 
life. Use it.

Rabbitt attributes Woburn's 
financial strength and stability 
to the spread of its residential- 
industrial tax base. “We have 
Probably one of the lowest tax 
rates in the state, if not the 


lowest,” he says. ‘It's in the $7- 
$7.40 range, and I expect it to 


come down a little bit this year 
Not many cities and towns can 
Say they've dropped their tax 
rates five consecutive years in a 
row.” 

Improvements and 
renovations, both inside and out, 
are taking place throughout the 
city.

BURLINGTON — Burlington 
residents are gearing up for a 
new mini bus program which 
will be subsidized by the MBTA 
under the Suburban Tran- 
sportation Program. 

Two buses with a total seating 
capacity of 44 seats will travel 
four routes on Mondays through 
Saturdays from 7 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
All routes will begin and end in 
the center, making stops on 
demand; three will go through 
residential areas; the fourth to 
various shopping centers in 
Burlington, with a trip to the 
mall every half hour. 


The fare will be 25 cents, with 
a reduced rate for senior 
citizens and children. The 
$50,000 difference between the 
state subsidy and collection of 
fares will be requested from 
Town Meeting — although 
businesses have pledged to pick 
up part of the expenses. 


State officials have expressed 
concern about a two-bus system 
being able to attract 132,000 
passengers in its first year of 
operation. 

Obviously, they don’t know 
how magnetic the mall is and 
how desperate middle schoolers 
are to spend their money there. 
If they charged them an extra 
special rate like 50 cents, they 
could probably buy another bus 
within six months.

The fall allergy season is in 
full bloom for the approximately

But allergies don't just come 
from the outside, according to 
Research Products Corporation, 
the maker of Space-Gard air 
cleaners.

Allergies and asthma 
often are more troublesome at 
night. 

“Consider central air con- 
ditioning for your home. Air 
conditioners aren't very ef- 
ficient at filtering air, but they 
do allow you to close up your 
house and still stay comfortable. 
Keeping the house closed keeps 
outside allergens out. 

*Add a high efficiency, non- 
electronic air cleaner to your 
heating and cooling system. A 
high efficiency air cleaner 
removes up to 99 percent of dust 
and pollen and doesn’t produce 
ozone, which can aggravate 
breathing problems. 

If 3érious allergy or asthma 
problems persist, see your 
doctor for advice. An air cleaner 
prescribed by your doctor for 
legitimate medical reasons may 
be tax-deductible.

DENVER When city 
fathers here first proposed 
building a new airport in 1974, 
little did they know how long it 


I might take to turn their dreams 


into tarmac. 
Today, 14 years, $75 million, 
and a Boeing full of studies 
later, no earth has yet been 
turned on a new facility - though 
the city is making significant 
strides in its quest to replace 
congested Stapleton In- 
ternational. 
triumphs and 
frustrations in trying to bring a 
new airport to life foreshadow 
what many cities may ex- 
I perience between now and the 
I turn of the century.

i] Some Aviation analysts say 
the burgeoning commercial air 
I traffic in the. United States may 
be able to be handled by more 
flexible airline scheduling, 
routing of flights to less traveled 
I hubs, and other means. 

Yet many in government and 
| the airline industry now agree 
that more runways and ter- 
minals will be part of the 
equation. Federal Aviation 
Administration chief T. Allan 
McArtor, among others, has 
suggested that up to 12 major 
new airports may have to be 
built over the next 20 years. 

This view is based on simple 
arithmetic. Since 1978, when 
Congress deregulated the 
airline industry, the number of 
Passengers using commercial 
airlines in the US has jumped 
from 275 million to 450 million in 
1987. By 2000, it is projected to 
climb to over 800 million. Yet no 
major new airport has been 
opened since Dallas-Fort Worth 
in 1974, and many now in 
existence were built in the era of 
the “prop” plane. 


“We are going to have to have 
new capacity to add 

256,000 operations a year every 
year for the next 20 years,” says 
Mike Harrison, an FAA analyst. 

The reasons for the dearth of 
airport construction are well 
known: huge expense, lack of 
available land near major 
cities, local concerns about 
noise and pollution. 

Some aviation specialists say 
they think these obstacles can 
be overcome with federal 
leadership and good 
salesmanship at the local level. 
They cite the billions of dollars 

} airports can pump into local 
economies. “The provlem with 
airports is that the only people 
who speak up are those who 
oppose them,” says Timothy 
Brosnahan, head of a group 
promoting more airport 
capacity. 

Denver should offer both hope 
and heartbreak to those con- 
sidering new facilities. 

The city has made significant 
progress in its bid to replace 
Stapleton, the nation's fifth- 
busiest air hub and one of the 
most congested, with a new field 
northeast of downtown. For 
example, the recent vote by 
neighboring Adams County 
residents, which allowed 
Denver to annex 45 square miles 
on which the new airport would 
sit, marked a political milestone 
in an era when airports are 
usually greeted with the en- 
thusiasm~ of the Internal 
Revenue Service. 

Scheduled to open in 1995, the 
$1.6 billion air field is expected 
to be bigger than Chicago's 
O'Hare and Dallas-Fort Worth 
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combined. It is initially planned 
to handle 50 million passengers 
a year (versus 35 million at 
Stapleton) but will have the 
capacity to be expanded. It 
could become the country’s 
‘second-busiest hub. 

Yet formidable obstacles 
remain before hopes become 
runways. Foremost, at the 
moment, is the city’s feud with 
the airlines themselves. Con- 
tinental and United Airlines, 
which together control 87 per- 
cent of the air traffic here, say 
the city is moving too fast on an 
airport that is not yet needed. 
Continental recently broke off 
talks with the city altogether. 

‘’The capacity of this airport 
will more than adequately 
handle traffic, until, after the, 
year 2000," says United’s Ed} 
Nielson. ’ 


City officials, however, 
contend that passenger demand, 
now fiat, will rachet up again 
soon. They say the airlines are 
really just concerned about new 
carriers coming in and boosting 
competition. 

However the tiff between the 
airlines and the city comes out, 
Denver is vowing to press ahead 
with the new airport anyway, 
which could set an important 
precedent. Usually, local 
governments and tenant air 
carriers initial user agreements 
before construction begins, 
which helps cities secure 
financing. 


“If the city is able to prove it 
can finance an airport without 
an airline agreement, it would 
open the door for other cities,” 
says Robert Albin, chairman of 
a business community task 
force on the airport here. 

In another arena - Congress - 
Denver hopes for more 
agreeableness. It is seeking $100 
million a year for five years, 
though other cities are sidling 
up to Uncle Sam for airport 
funding, too. 

Thomas Gougeon, an aide to 
Denver Mayor Federico Pena, 
is confident the field will get 
built. In a comment, though, 
that may not inspire other cities 
considering airports, he notes: 

“If you can’t do it in Denver, I'll 
guarantee you can't do it 
anywhere else.””

That's 
real success. 

“This program — and the 
extent to which our local 
communities are reaching out to 
students — must be applauded.”

Help: Bangladesh : 


send care packages 


The worst monsoon floods in 
recorded history stripped 
millions of poor in Bangladesh 
of their food and shelter, and left 


special envoy by CARE, the 
international relief and 
development organization, has 
returned from a week-long fact- 
finding tour of Bangladesh 
which he delivered food 
to flood victims,and met with the 
country’s top officials. 

“This is one of the most tragic 
natural disasters in modern 
times,” Brown said. “The 
number of people affected — 
some 40 million working poor — 
is just staggering, and the level 
of their suffering is unlike 

anne, we've experienced in 


Asian nation of 110 million was 
literally washed into the Bay of 
Bengal by flood waters that 
began rising in late August and 
continue to cover farm fields, 
roads, homes and public 
facilities. 

‘Virtually all of the country’s 
rice crop is lost,” Brown said. 
“So are most of the homes of the 
subsistence farmers.” 

“The CARE staff took me by 
boat to villages outside Dhaka 
which are still in desperate 
shape a month after the floods 
began,” Brown said. 

“Mothers and children are 
still clinging to roof tops and 
patches of high ground 
surrounded by water,”’ he said. 
“Many have no food and survive 
on the packages of rice, lentils, 
molasses and water purification 
tablets being distributed by 
CARE.” 


Brown said the flood disaster 
was especially devastating to 
the children of Bangladesh. 
“Every four days, 10,000 kids 
die of malnutrition,” he said. ‘I 
saw children so emaciated that 


they looked like escapees from 
Buchenwald.” 


grim, 
Brown said the plight of its 40 
million flood victims is ‘by no 


means hopeless. 

“If there is one thing that 
came through dramatically in 
everything I experienced in 
Bangladesh, it was that we here’ 
in America can make a dif- 
ference,” Brown said. ‘By’ 
providing financial support to 
organizations like CARE, we 
can get food to the hungry in 
Bangladesh and help them 
rebuild their lives."” 

Brown warned that 
Bangladesh still faces serious 
dangers in the weeks ahead ag 
the flood waters recede, ‘There. 
is the real threat of disease — 
cholera and diarrheal ailments 
that can be fatal unless properly 
treated,” he said. 

The flood forced CARE to 
suspend its development efforts 
and shift its 1,400-member 
national staff to an all-out 
emergency relief effort. “CARE 
will resume its health education, 
immunization, agricultural 
development, road construction’ 
and income-genering programs 
as soon as possible,” Brown 
said. 

Brown said the American’ 
public covld also help by con~ 
tacting their elected officials 
and urging them to press hy 
international community for 
permanent solution to the 
regional flood control problems 
that plague Bangladesh and are 
aggravated by deforestation 
and poor land management in 
the neighboring nations of India, 
Nepal, China and Burma. 

“Bangladesh is a nation 
blessed with fertile soil and it 
could produce enough food to 
feed its own people if we can 
only harness the flood waters: 
that cause so much misery,’” 
Brown said. “‘It is not an easy. 
task, but it is one that we can’ 
help the people of Bangladesh 
accomplish.”’
